Of this total 
$4,913,825 was compensation paid to 
special masters, depositories, coun- 
sel, reorganization managers and 
underwriting syndicates; $414,075 
was for corporate organization ex- 
penses, this including $365,700. to 
the Mercantile Trust Co. of St.

The last item 
included stock transfers, advertis- 
ing, printing, postage and cables, 
listing and legal costs.

TWO NAVY FLYERS KILLED 
IN NIGHT MANEUVERS AT SEA 


Wreckage Indicates Bomber 
Plunged Into Pacific While 
Under Power. 


LOS ANGELES, March 28.—Two 
Navy flyers from the aircraft Lex- 
ington were killed in the crash of a 
bombing plane in the ocean last 
night, Admiral J. M. Reeves, Com- 
mander-in-Chief of the United 
States fleet, reported by radio to- 
dag. They were Lieut (junior 
grade) E. G. Kelly, 27 years old, of 
Longview, Tex., and Aviation Ma- 
chinist Mate R. Carillo, 39, of San 
Diego. 

Parts of their demolished plane 
were found. Admiral Reeves re- 
ported the crash occurred in the 
midst of night maneuvers of more 
than 100 fighting ships o fthe fleet 
in which some 400 aircraft were 
engaged. " 

The battle exercises were SuSs- 
pended and all ships ordered into 
the search. 

The finding of parts of the wreck- 
age indicated that the~* bomber 
crashed into the waves under pow- 
er, the bodies evidently being car- 
ried to the bottom in the fuselage.

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927 AMERICANS GET WINNING 
IRISH SWEEPSTAKES TICKETS 


Persons in U. S. Hold 39 Per Cent 
of Numbers Drawn From 
Drum in Dublin. 

By the Associated Press. 

DUBLIN, Irish Free State, March 
28—American-held tickets formed 
39 per cent of the total pulled from 
the drum as the fourteenth Irish 
Hospital Sweepstakes draw was 
completed today. 

Of the 592 counterfoils drawn to- 
day, 225 were owned by Americans, 
bringing a total of 927 Americans 
who won the 2362 prizes offered. 
While officials did not divulge the 
American proportion of tickets in 
the drum, they said that the mixing 
was so scientific that the percent- 
age drawn gives an accurate index 
of the tickets purchased. 


“And what,” Assistant Prosecut- 
ing Attorney Matthews demanded 
of Woodley, “do you expect to get 
for testifying?” 

“I don’t expect anything,” the wit- 
ness replied. 

Sayman, who was sitting beside 
his attorney, yelled, “No, we don’t 
hire people like that.”

“When I got there,” he went on, 
“the drivers of both cars were in 
the street. I saw them struggling, 
saw the older man knocked down. 
Then I saw the other man run 
away and I left. Later I dropped 
a line to Dr. Sayman’s secretary 
and they subpenaed me for a wit- 
ness.” 

Complainant’s Story Different. 

The other man was Hubert Tal- 
bott, Terminal Railway switchman, 
who charged that Sayman knocked 


him down, struck Mrs. Talbott in 
the face and produced his revolver, 
“Ol’ Becky Trueheart,” which Tal- 
bott took away from him before 
departing with Mrs. Talbott to call 
the police. 

Woodley said that after viewing 
the accident he went back to his 
home, without stopping to visit his 
sister. 

Prophet, who is unemployed, tes- 
tified he just happened to be driv- 
ing east behind Sayman and saw 
the entire accident. Sayman and 
Talbott got out of their cars at the 
same time,” he asserted, “and got 
to arguing and the other man 
knocked Dr. Sayman down.”

“We do a lot of other things be- 
sides generate power,” he added. 
“The company operates a railway 
company in East St. Louis. It oper- 
ates a freight carrying system to 
Belleville. It operates a coal mine 
near Du Quoin, a large coal mine 
with an output of nearly a million 
tons a year. We conduct a heating 
business in St. Louis that heats 
practically all the large downtown 
buildings. 

“At the Lake of the Ozarks where 
we developed Bagnell Dam we run 
a hotel business. We are the larg- 
est landowner in the State of Mis- 
souri, owning 200 square miles of 
land, 100 square miles in the Lake 
of the Ozarks and 100 square miles 
around the lake. We run a casino 
for lunches and dances. We run 


two game refugees and sell shoot- 
ing privileges. If there is any 
strength in diversity then our com- 
pany has it,” he said, and again 
drew laughter. 

Egan described the Iowa subsid- 
jiary of Union Electric which serves 
Iowa towns around Keokuk with 
power from the Keokuk Dam. In 
Iowa, according to Egan, Union 
Electric is subject to regulation by 
municipalities, in Illinois by a State 
commission and in Missouri by 4 
State commission. In addition, he 
said, the War Department super- 
vises the operation of the dam, 
with reference to navigation, at 
Keokuk. 

“I think gentlemen,” he added, 
“that that is almost enough regu- 
lation. I think that you should 
give careful consideration before 
you put on any additional regula- 
tion.” 

Questioned About Rates. 

He contended that his company 
had in effect “some of the lowest 
rates in the United States.” The 
average price per kilowatt hour, for 
both wholesale and retail, was 1.5 
cents, Egan testified, adding, “and 
I fee] that that is close to the irre- 
ducible minimum.” His company, 
he said, sold at wholesale to 26 util- 
ities. 

“Without the St. Louis tax,” Egan 
added, “which takes 19 per cent of

YOUTH, 27, INDICTED 
AS DRUNKEN DRIVER 


True Bill, Outgrowth of Safety 
Campaign, Said to Be 


First of Kind. 


Richard Dana, 27 years old, of 54 


Kingsbury place, was indicted by 
the grand jury, in a true bill re- 
ported today, on the charge of driv- 
ing an automobile when intoxicated. 
The indictment, an outgrowth cof the 
present local safety campaign, was 
said at the Circuit Attorney’s office 
to be the first one voted by the 
grand jury on a felony charge of 
this character. 

The punishment for this offense, 
on conviction, is fixed at a _ jail 
term from one day to one year, 
$100 fine, or penitentiary sentence 
of 2 to 5 years, or any combination 
of imprisonment and fine. 

Maj. Albert Bond Lambert, Po- 
lice Commissioner and active work- 
er in the safety campaign, was 
chiefly responsible for the indict- 
ment of Dana. He happened to be 
at Delmar boulevard and Taylor 
avenue just after a nautomobile 
accident there March 16, at 6:25 p. 
m., in which Dana figured. 

Maj. Lambert saw that Dana’s 
car had run into the side of a car 
driven by Walter Gibbs of 1316 
Union boulevard, at Taylcr and Del- 
mar, as Gibbs, driving north on 
Taylor, was crossing Delmar, and 
that Dana was apparently at fault. 
Dana had not given the police 
his name, and Maj. Lambert, on 
recognizing him, identified him to 
the policemen. , 

Maj. Lambert wrote to the Cir- 
cuit Attorney, calling attention to 
the case, and stating that he con- 
sidered Dana’s condition, as he ob- 
served him, a menace to public 
safety. The police showed Dana’s 
record of eight pervious accidents 
and arrests, one of them a charge 
of intoxication. He had paid one 
fine of $3 and one of $8. When 
Gibbs did not appear at the war- 
rant office, a grand jury summons 
was issued for him, and he ap- 
peared Tuesday. 

Dana is listed in the 1933 city 
directory as vice-president of the 
Monroe Realty Co. and manager of 
the Boatmen’s Bank Building. The

BANKERS PROFIT 
$1,719,000 IN 
ROCK ISLAND DEAL 


James Speyer of New York 
Testifies on Gain on In- 
vestment of $15,000,000 
in Stock. 


By the Associated Press. 
NEW YORK, March 28.—James 


Speyer, railroad banker, was the 
first witness today in the Frisco 
bankruptcy hearing which had been 
shifted from St. Louis to New 
York for the convenience of bank- 
ers and insurance company presi- 


dents who are to be questioned. 
In a hearing before Special Mas- 
ter Van Vecten Veeder, counsel for 
John G. Lonsdale of St. Louis, co- 
trustee with J. M. Kurn for the 
Frisco Railroad, attempted to learn 
from the witnes whether Speyer 
& Co. profited unfairly at the ex- 
pense of the Frisco in the latter's 
purchase of $10,000,000 of stock in 
the Rock Island Railroad in 1926. 
Speyer & Co. and J. & W. Selig- 
man & Co. were reorganization 
managers and bankers for the Fris- 
co during its previous receivership 
in 1916. 
Speyer testified that E. N. Brown, 
chairman of the Frisco Railroad, 
came to him and reported he had 
heard the Rock Island was about 
to sell the Choctaw, Oklahoma & 
Gulf, one of its principal subsidiary 
lines. Speyer said Brown believed 
that this move would be disadvan- 
tageous for the Frisco. 
Speyer declared he and Brown 
had decided Speyer & Co. should 
buy $15,000,000 of stocks of the 
Rock Island. This purchase subse- 
quently proved to amount to 275,- 
000 shares. 
In return, Speyer said, Brown 
agreed to propose to the directors 
of Frisco that they should buy 
two-thirds of the stock from Spey- 
er & Co. and that the bank should 
retain the rest, on the possibility 
that the directors would subse- 
quently acquire that block also. 
Profit $1,719,000. 
Counsel for the co-trustee, in 
questioning Speyer, brought out 
that the profit of his firm on the 
purchase cf Rock Island stock was 
approximately $1,719,000. A further 
item of $184,000, which the counsel 
attempted to prove was profit to 
the Speyer firm, was denied by the 
banker. 
The profit was made up of $1,- 
522,000 gleaned from the sale of 
82,150 shares of Rock Island stock 
owned by Speyer & Co. $44,000 in 
Stock Exchange commissions and 
$171,000 of special commissions paid 
to the firm at the rate of $1.25 a 
share for the stock bought. It was

from the Keokuk Dam is not based 
upon cost of production but upon 
a comparison with the cost cof 
steam-generated power. 

“There was a Clause in the 1908 
contract with the Mississippi River 
Power Co.,” Egan explained, “that 
specified that the price for power 
should be reviewed at the end of 
the first five years and each 10 
years thereafter for the life of the 
contract, which is 99 years, and 
that the price for power should be 
changed in accord with the price of 
mine-run coal. That clause has nev- 
er been invoked and I don’t think it 
ever will be. I think it is contrary 
to state regulation.” 


North American’s Investment. 


Between 1931 and 1933, the North 
American Co. had increased its in- 
vestment in Union Electric by $22,- 
000,000, Egan testified. Union Elec- 
tric has borrowed from time to time 
in recent years $17,000,000 from its 
parent company “without any se- 
curity of any kind,” he said, adding 
that the present indebtedness of 
Union Electric to North American 
was less than $1,000,000. 

“What of the $21,000,000 write up 
of the Keokuk plant?” Representa- 
tive Cole (Dem.), California, asked 
Egan. 

“As a matter of fact this was not 
a write up,’ Egan said, “and, fur- 
thermore, the transaction occurred 
long before we took over the Missis- 
sippi River Power Co., which devel- 
oped the dam.” 

“] asked North American to buy 
that company for me,” Egan said. 
“That was in 1921, or 1922 and we 
were not able to consummate the 
deal for three or four years.”

Electric subsidiary, got 5 mills per 
kilowatt hour for transmitting pow- 
er to St. Louis.

BY VOTE OF BOAR 


Unanimous in City Con- 
tract Cases of Litchen 
and Israel — Hoeflinger 
Cleared, 24 to 3. 


Three Democratic members of the 
Board of Aldermen, under inquiry 
by a special committee investigat- 
ing their reported connection with 
city contracts, were exonerated to- 
day by the Board of Aldermen.

ing him was 24 to 3. 

Waldman Demands Roll Call. 

No roll call was taken on the

Hoeflinger was made, a roll call 
was demanded by Alderman Wald- 
man. Joining Waldman in voting 
against the motion were Aldermen 
Reinhardt and Eilers, Republicans.

The 
fact that an Alderman is a minor- 
ity stockholder, unless such cor- 
poration is organized for the pur- 
pose and with the intent of doing 
business with the city, we believe, 
does not mean that the stockholder 
in such a case would thereby for- 
feit his office because of the fact 
that the corporation in which he 
owns a few shares does business 
with the city.

Only 16,000 of 188,000 Re- 
tailers Make Returns; Strike 
Against Levy in Brooklyn.

NEW YORK, March 28.—Grow- 


ing signs of rebellion among tax- 
payers worry city officials. 
Comptroller Frank J. Taylor is 
so concerned over the difficulties

expected total of $14,000,000. 

Returns have been received from 
only 16,000 of the 188,000 registered 
retailers, and Taylor informed his 
advisory council that some stores 
in Brooklyn had posted signs read- 
ing: “Tax Strike. Do Not Pay 
Your Taxes to the City.” 

There is spreading through Brook- 
lyn, Queens and Staten Island a 
growing spirit of defiance toward 
a 50 per cent increase in the water 
rate. 

Civic groups and property own- 
ers are holding meetings at which 
demands are voiced for repeal of 
the water rate increase as well as 
the 10 per cent tax penalty. A re- 
duction in the interest on first 
mortgages also is demanded. 

Mayor La Guardia and other of- 
ficials have been told a tax strike 
will be called April 2 unless the de- 
mands were met.

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HOUSE PASSES 3 BILLS 
T0 STRENGTHEN NAVY 


They Provide for More Offi- 
cers and Aviators and Aug- 
mented Bases in Pacific. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, March 28.—The 
House passed three measures yes- 
terday to strengthen naval defense. 
The Senate has not yet acted on 
the bills. 

The legislation would authorize 
the navy to proceed with a $38,- 
000,000: building program to 
strengthen naval bases in the Pa- 


cific, Foe oes for 1000 extra officers 
for fighting ships, and assure 
enough aviators for an expanding 
air force. 

The bills were designed to meet 
the necessities of a fleet now on 
the way toward the maximum 
power allowed by international 
arms pacts. 

Debate on Proposals. 

“It is highly essential from a 
national defense standpoint that 
this legislation go through,” Chair- 
man Vinson of the Naval Commit- 
tee told the House. 

Representative Marcantonio 
(Rep.), New York, declared the 
measure to strengthen naval bases 
meant the United States was ‘“delib- 
erately waving a war flag on the 
Pacific Coast, and I believe that is 
highly dangerous.” 

He objected to passing a $38,000,- 
000 authorization with “fewer than 
38 members on the floor.” 

“If we are going to fight, tell us 
who it is,” suggested Representa- 
tive Hull (Progressive), Wisconsin. 
“Let’s spend the meney for fight- 
ing, not to build up million-dollar 
dormitories.” 

Naval Committee members said 
the measure in question, by Repre- 


sentative Darden (Dem.), Virginia, | 


would help meet a lack of adequate 
drydock facilities on the west coast 
and in Hawaii. A $10,000,000 float- 
ing drydock at Pear] Harbor, Ha- 
waii, is the principal item in the 
measure. 

For More Navy Line Officers. 

Vinson’s bill for more navy line 
officers would lift the authorized 
number from 5499 to 6531.

Says That Practically Every Re- 
finer East of Rockies Is 
Operating at Loss. 
By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, March 28.—A 
special] committee named by Secre- 
tary of the Interior Ickes called on 
the oil administration yesterday to 
aid efforts to increase the price of 
gasoline. “We believe,” said the 
committee, “that practically every 
refiner east of the Rocky Moun- 
tains is operating at a loss.” 
Named to investigate complaints 
that small enterprises were being 
hurt by the oil code, the group, 
headed by Paul Blazer, president of 
the Ashland Refining Co., Ashland, 
Ky., criticised severely many ac 
tions of the oil administration. 
Ickes’ only comment was that 
“some of the recommendations are 
sound.” He requested that the com- 
mittee continue its investigations. 
The committee attributed troubles 
of refiners to the oil administra- 
tion’s “pegging” of the price of 
crude oil at $1 a barrel, while gas- 
oline prices had not kept pace. 
Rejecting the suggestion of price 
fixing, it requested Ickes to encour- 
age withdrawal of surplus gasoline 
from the market by the larger com- 
panies.

BILL REACHES SENATE FLOOR 


Committee Amends Measure to Out 
Filing Time to Six Months 
Before Approving It.

GUURT BARS KNOXVILLE 
WORK FOR TVA POWER 


}State Judge Issues Injunction 


on Application of Tennes- 
see Public Service Co. 


By the Associated Press. 

KNOXVILLE, Tenn., March 28.— 
The Tennessee Public Service Co., 
a local utility, obtained a tempo- 
rary State Court injunction yester- 
day to halt work on the city’s new 
municipally owned power distribu- 
tion system. The city has a con- 
tract to use Tennessee Valley Au- 
thority electricity. 

The injunction, granted by Chan- 
cellor A. E. Mitchell of Knox 
County, also restrains the city from 
obtaining further funds from the 
Public Works Administration or 
any other source for use in build- 
ing the municipal system and from 
delivering the city’s bonds to the 
PWA. 

City Manager W. W. Mynatt said 
the city already had obtained $300,- 
000 of a $2,600,000 loan and grant 
from the PWA and spent about 


$100,000 on pians and construction 
| work. More than 300 poles for the 
first unit have been set. A bond 
issue of $3,225,000 with which to 
build or buy a municipal power 
system was voted by citizens two 
years ago. 

The Tennessee Public Service 
Co.'s petition for the injunction 
‘charged that the city’s contract 
| with the PWA was “null and void,” 
and the project unauthorized by the 
National Industrial Recovery Act. 
It alleged that Secretary of the In- 
terior Ickes, PWA administrator, 
in granting the $2,600,000 loan- 
grant, “was guided solely by his ar- 
| bitrary determination to exercise 
ithe power of his office so as to 
|enable the TVA to unlawfully en- 
|gage in and carry on a general 
| proprietary business of producing 
and selling electricity, either by 
fronutthsen and constraining plaintiff 
'to sell its properties to tne TVA 
or by advancing public funds of the 
United States for the construction 
|of a competing municipal system.” 


DRIVERS’ LICENSES IN CITIES 
PERFECTED IN STATE SENATE 


Measure Amended to Make It Ap- 
ply to Places of 10,000 
or Over. 

JEFFERSON CITY, March 28.- 
The Senate today perfected me bill 
to permit municipalities to issue 
automobile drivers’ license, amend- 
ing it to make it apply to.all cities 
of 10,000 population and over. 

The original bill, as introduced by 
Senator Kinney, would have applied 
to all municipalities but the Roads 
and Highways Committee changed 
it so as to give the authorization 
only to St. Louis and St. Louis 
County. 

The amendment to make the bill 
apply to cities of 10,000 was offered 
by Senator Joffee and was support- 
ed by Senator -Iones, who said he 
saw no reason why “other portions 
of the State should not be entitled 
to the same consideration as _ §&t. 
Louis.” 

There is a special provision which 
would permit cities in St. Louis 
County which may have less than 
10,000 population to set up a driv- 
ers’ license. The bill would permit 
cities to require an examination for 
the license and to charge a fee for 
it. 


WOMAN INDICTED FOR MURDER 


NEW ORLEANS, March 28. — 
Bonnie Hill, alias Marion King, 23 
years old, was indicted yesterday 
on a charge of murder in connec- 
tion with the fatal stabbing of John 
Irving Pierce, 23, in a night club 
last Friday. 

Pierce, scion of a prominent 
Jackson (Miss.) family, was stabbed

WALLACE UNFIT FOR CABINET 
POST, SENATOR GEORGE SAYS 


Assails Secretary Who Criticised 
His Amendment to Work- 
Relief Bill. 

By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, March 28.—Sen- 
ator George (Dem.), Georgia, told 
the Senate today that Secretary of 
Agriculture Wallace had ‘“demon- 
strated his unfitness for a place in 
the Cabinet” by his attack on the 
George amendment to the work- 
relief bill to permit operation of 
the AAA from the $4,880,000,000 ap- 
propriation, 

George said his amendment mere- 
ly lifted the limitation in the bill 
which would have prevented use 
of more than $100,000,000 to admin- 
ister the AAA. Reading a published 
report quoting Wallace as saying 
the proposal would permit farmers 
“to dip their hands into the United 
States Treasury,” George said: 

“Any member of the Cabinet who 
says that amendment is an invita- 
tion to the farmers to dip their 
hands inte the Treasury has dem- 
onstrated his unfitness for a place 
in the Cabinet, when the whole bill 
is one of the most monumental bills 
for every class to dip their hands 
into the Treasury.” 

George said the purpose of his 
amendment was to permit the pro- 
cessing taxes on bread, meat and 
clothes to be lifted. He said the 
processing tax amounted to a 40 
per cent sales tax on the raw ma- 
terial out of which cotton cloth is 
made.

BREADON SAYS 
HE WOULD MOVE 

CLUB TO DETROIT 
IF HE COULD

BRADENTON, Fia., March 28.— 
Sam Breadon, president of the 
world champion Cardinals, discuss- 
ing baseball and the Redbirds in 
the press-box during yesterday's 
game with the Detroit Tigers, told 


newspaper men that he would 
transfer the Cardinals to Detroit if 
he could get permission. He said 
it was all up to Frank Navin, own- 
er of the Tigers. 

“IT could get permission from the 
National League,” he said, “and if 
Navin were to want us in there, 
he could get the American League's 
permission. It would be a fine 
thing.” 

In a further statement today 
Breadon declared that he had not 
discussed with baseball club own- 
ers the possibility of moving the 
team from St. Louis since 1924. 

Would Improve Leagues. 

“That was when there was liti- 
gation with the Browns over the 
lease of Sportsman’s Park,” Bread- 
on explained. “I was determined 
to move if we lost that suit and so 
I looked into the possibility of tak- 
ing the franchise to Detroit. How- 
ever, we won in the courts and it 
was not necessary to move. Since 
then I have never talked officially 
with anybody about the possibility 
of moving. 

“Yesterday afternoon a newspa- 
per man asked me if it would be 
possible to improve the major 
league circuits. I replied that it 
could be done by moving the Car- 
dinals to Detroit and leaving the 
Browns in St. Louis. I explained 
that St. Louis for some time had 
been supporting only one team at 
a time. For a while it was the 
Browns and in recent years the 
Cardinals. When the town was 
supporting the Browns the Cardi- 
nals played to small crowds. The 
Browns have not drawn well since 
the Cardinals have been near the 


top. 


Would Help the Browns. 
“Detroit on the other hand, has 
a larger population and thousands 
of automobile company employes 
who would be free every afternoon 
to attend ball games. The motor 


| manufacturers are in favor of every 


| day baseball. They would prefer 
to have their men at the ball game, 
rather than across the border at 
the race track. 


“T explained that such a move 
would be a great thing for the 
Browns, giving them St. Louis 


without competition and that De- 
troit would be better able to sup- 
port two major league teams. It 
would be up to Frank Navin, presi- 
dgnt of the Detroit club. If he 
wanted a National League club in 
there, he easily could get the con- 
sent of the American League club

NEW POLISH PREMIER 


NAMED; CABINET QUITS 


Col. Walery Slawek Forming! 
Government Following Re- 
vision of Constitution. 


By the Associated Press. 

WARSAW, March 28.—The cabi- 
net of Premier Leon Kozlowski re- 
signed today after the recess of 
Parliament and President Ignace 
Moscicki commissioned Col. Walery 
Slawek, former Premier, to form a 
new government. 

The new Premier’s mission is ex- 
pected to be one of enforcement of 
the new Polish Constitution. The 
resignation of the Government is 
customary at the end of the par- 
liamentary session when a new 
Premier is named for the coming 


year. Kozlowski’s' cabinet was 
formed May 15. 
The revised Constitution, which 


concentrates power in the hands| 


of the President, was adopted Sat- 


ing Senate amendments, by a vote 
of 260 to 139. 

The Constitution as approved is 
a victory for Marshal Joseph Pil- 


sudki, Polish dictator, who has 
fought for it since his coup d’etat 
of May, 1926. 


It is believed that when the new 
Constitution and electoral law be- 
come effective, Moscicki will resign 
and Pilsudski will take over the 
presidency, which he refused un- 
der the original Constitution of 1921 
and the amendment of 1926  be- 
cause the office was subordinated 
to the Sejm. 

Since his march on Warsaw in 
1926, Pilsudski has been the real 
ruler of Poland, the man _ behind 
Moscicki, whether he was nominal- 
ly Pr@mier or merely Minister of 
War. He draws his power from 
the loyalty of the army which he 
established and from his popular- 
ity as the national hero who won 
Polish independence at the close of 
the World War. 


UNITED STATES AND HAITI 
SIGN RECIPROCAL TRADE PACT 


Agreement on Mutual Reductions 
in Tariffs Awaits Approval 
of Island Congress. 

By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, March 28. — The 
United States and Haiti signed to- 
day a reciprocal trade agreement. 
This agreement assures Haiti of the 
continued duty-free admission into 
the United States of coffee, coco 
beans, bananas, sisal fiber, logwood 
and ginger root, and reduced duties 
on rum, fresh pineapples and pre- 
served mangos and guavas. 

In return Haiti granted tariff re 
ductions on 13 American products, 
pledged itself to maintain existing 
rates of 19 articles, and promised 
to reduce the tariff on lard, auto- 
mobile tires and tubes, and radios 
when Haiti’s financial condition im- 
proves, 

The treaty is a most-favored-na- 
tion agreement. 

In the Cuban-American trade 
treaty the duty on Cuban rum was 
cut from $5 to $2.50 a gallon and 
a 20 per cent preferential was 
granted Cuba. Because of reduc- 
tion in the duty on Haitian rum to 
$2.50, the rate on Cuban rum thus 
becomes $2 a gallon.

MISSOURI SENATE 
EXPECTED 10 BEAT 
2 PUT. SALES TAX 


Indications Are That Cham- 
ber Will Substitute Half 
Per Cent Levy for Bill 
Passed by House. 


By CURTIS A. BETTS, 
A Staff Correspondent of the 
Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, March 28.— 
The Senate Ways and Means Com- 
mittee today received the 2 per cent 
sales tax bill which passed the 
House yesterday after three weeks 
of debate, trading and log rolling, 
and will begin its consideration next 
week. 

The indications in the Senate are 
that the 2 per cent rate will be de- 
feated there, and thatarate of one- 
half of 1 per cent, the present law, 
will be substituted. This conceiv- 
ably might lead to a_ conference 
committee agreement on a 1 per 
cent rate. 

A public hearing will be held on 
the bill by the Senate Ways and 
Means Committee at 2 o'clock next 
Wednesday afternoon. The com- 
mittee probably will have only the 
one hearing in an effort to expedite 
a report to the Senate that action 
on the floor may come as quickly 
as possible. 

May Substitute Senate Bill. 

It is virtually certain the Senate 
will not accept the House bill, even 
with an amendment lowering the 
rate, but will substitute for it the 
substance of a bill introduced two 
weeks ago by Senator McReynolds 
of Carthage, Senator Jones of Ken- 
nett and 12 other Senators. The 
McReynolds-Jones bill in its pres- 
ent form contains the 2 per cent 
rate, which could be changed. It is 
more carefully drawn than _ the 
House bill, and contains much more 
effective enforcement provisions. 

Gov. Park and his administration 
forces face a different situation in 
the Senate than in the House, 
where the administration influence 
is much stronger and where the bill 
was passed only after the exertion 
of every ounce of administration 
strength. 

In the more deliberative Senate 
less heed is given to the administra- 
tion’s wishes and the Senators are 
not as susceptible to gubernator- 
ial influence. In fact there is an 
opposition to the Governor among 
several of the more powerful lead- 
ers which is only thinly disguised. 

Politics is certain to play an im- 
portant part in the progress of the 
bill in the Senate, where there is 
quite an extensive opinion that the 


| 2 per cent rate would meet approval 


only if those Senators. who consid- 
er the subject from the standpoint 
of political effect think the organ- 
ized groups supporting the bill are 
more to be feared in the next elec- 
tion than the organized merchants 
and the unorganized taxpayers. 

Sentiment for the 2 per cent rate 
apparently was much stronger in 
the Senate two or three weeks ago 
than it is today, several Senators 
who formerly were outspoken for it 
now taking the position that it 
would produce more revenue than 
is necessary. 

Representative Hamlin, majority 
floor leader of the House, permit- 
ted the bill to go to the Senate yes- 
terday without attempting to have 
reconsidered the vote by which the 
emergency clause failed of adop- 
tion. This was due to his confidence 
and that of the Governor that un- 
der the constitution the bill is not 
subject to a referendum. 

A bill carrying an emergency 
clause goes into effect immediately 
on being signed by the Governor. 
Without an emergency clause it 
does not go into effect until 90 days 
after adjournment of the Legisla- 
ture. 

Referendum Provision. 

It has been the general belief 
that without the legislative declara- 
tion of an emergency referendum 
petitions could be circulated and 
the bill prevented from becoming 
effective until atfer it was voted 
on at the November (1936) election, 
but the Governor believes the meas- 
ure is of a type of legislation 
which the Constitution specifically 
excepts from the referendum, 

Under Section 57 of Article 4 of 
the Constitution all acts of the 
Legislature are subject to referen- 
dum except “laws necessary for the 
immediate preservation of the pub- 
lic peace, health and safety, and 
laws making appropriations for the 
currrent expenses of the State Gov- 
enment, for the maintenance of 
State institutions and for the sup- 

rt of the public schools.” 

The Missouri Supreme Court has 
held that the question whether a 
law is necessary for the preserva- 
tion of the peace, health and safety 
is a question of fact for judicial, 
not legislative decision, and the 


SILAS H. STRAWN 
ASKS: ‘NEW DEAL 
OR NEW DEATH?’ 


Says Doctrine ‘Now Is Grading 
Whole Population Down to 
Level of Least Prosperous. 


By the Associated Press. 

CHICAGO, March 28.—Silas H. 
Strawn, former president of the 
United States Chamber of Com- 
merce, posed this question yester- 
day: “Is this the New Deal or the 
New Death?” 

“We are being conditioned for 
perpetual dependence and slavery 
by benevolent smiles and God-bless- 
yous of college professors and by 
demagogues who say that not only 
may a cat look at a King, but every 


American can and will be a King,” 
he told a group of fellow-Republi- 
cans. “When America was right 
the tendencies were to inspire the 
individual to rise to the level of 
the most prosperous person. Since 
we have moved to the left we see 
the monstrous Russian doctrine be- 
ing actually applied to grading 
down the whole population to the 
level of the least prosperous. Is this 
the New Deal or the New Death?” 

Strawn criticised public expendi- 
tures, Government competition with 
private industry, and “repudiation” 
of gold clause contracts. He called 
attention to 17 court decisions 
against the NRA. 

“The great trouble with the coun- 
try today,” he concluded, “is a lack 
of confidence, not only in our fiscal 
and economic policies, but in the 
stability of the Government itself. 
I submit that the record of the ad- 
ministratiion justifies that lack of 
confidence.” 


MME. LUPESCU’S STOCK DEALS 
FIGURE IN STAVISKY INQUIRY 


Accused Banker Says He Made 
Losses Good at Request of 
Judge, Later Killed.

PARIS, March 28.—Stock mar- 


ket dealings of Mme. Magda Lu- 
pescu, friend of King Carol of Ru- 
mania, were disclosed in testimony 
before a committee investigating 
the Stavisky scandal. 

A banker, Constant Costachesco, 
against whom there are _ several 
complaints of fraudulent financial 
operations, told the committee he 
had made good Mme. Lupescu’s 
stock losses in 1929 at the request 
of Judge Albert Prince, whose 
body was found later on a railroad 
track outside Paris. 

He said Mme. Lupescu had been 
introduced by a person of noble 
birth and had _ “filed complaint 
against him over losses in stocks 
which were traded through his 
bank. Judge Prince called him to 
the courthouse, he said, and told 
him Mme. Lupescu was “one of 
his friends,” whereupon he agreed 
to pay her back.

The $50,000,000 loan was author- 
ized in October, 1932. A loan of 
$30,000,000 had previously been 
made in June. 

The counter-suit bill asserts that 
Dawes and the other directors, with 
the permission and sanction of the 
RFC, transferred valuable assets of 
the old bank to the new bank to 
the detriment of creditors and 
stockholders.

Howling Demonstrations at 
Chancellery and Legation 
Follow Harangue at Mass

BERLIN, March 28.—Anti-Lithu- 


anian manifestations reached their 
peak in Berlin last night as thou- 
sands of Germans milled about the 
Chancellery with shouts of “Fuehr- 
er hit them” and “Memel is Ger- 
man and remains German.” 

The howling mob swept down the 
Kurfuerstenstrasse to the Lithua- 
nian Legation. The demonstrators 


shouted and fought while police 
tried to turn them away. 
These demonstrations followed 


mass meetings at which speakers 
violently denounced Lithuania for 
convicting and sentencing 91 Nazis 
for plotting to restore Memel to 
Germany. 

Mass meetings were held gener 
ally throughout Germany, it was 
said. Speakers demanded revenge 
and accused Lithuania of imperil- 
ing the peace of Europe.

THE EMERGENCY CLAUSE FAILS. 


Despite the tremendous pressure employed by the 
State administration, the vote in the House to at- 
tach an emergency clause to the 2 per cent sales tax 
bill fell eight votes short of the required two-thirds 
majority. Assuming the Dill is passed by the Sen- 
ate and signed by the Governor, failure of the emer- 
gency clause means that the tax cannot go into ef- 
fect unti!] 90 days after adjournment of the Legis- 
lature. This means that there will be plenty of time 
to obtain signatures to referendum petitions. 

Under Missscuri practice, any law passed by the 
|General Assembiy, with some exceptions, can be re- 
| ferred to the people for ratification or rejection. To 
assure such referendum, petitions must be filed with 
the Secretary of State containing the signatures of 
at least 5 per cent-of the legal voters in each of at 
least two-thirds of the congressional districts in the 
State. If this were done in the case of the 2 per 
cent sales tax, it would be voted upon at the general 
election of 1936, and, meanwhile, its operation would 
be suspended. 

It is virtually certain that the leaders of the op- 
position to the sales tax will take this course and, 
judging from the immense number of signatures ob- 
tained in protest against the passage of the law, it 
will be a comparatively easy matter to fulfill the 
legal requirements as to referendum petitions. 

Administration leaders believe the sales tax law 
would not be subject to referendum, on the ground 
that it is of a nature exempted by the Constitution. 
However, this is a question for the courts to decide. 

In our recent editorial against the sales tax Dill, 
we questioned the need of raising the $15,000,000 or 
$20,000,000 it is estimated to yield, but made the 
point that, if the State must raise large sums, it 
should be done by the more equitable method of the 
income tax. Nearly all tax experts are agreed that 
the sales tax is an inequitable form of taxation, bear- 
ing most heavily upon those least able to pay and 
taxing the poor man’s income in larger proportion 
than that of the man of means. 

It.is significant that no consideration was given 
by the House to the alternative of the income tax. 
It is significant also that the House was deaf to 
the protests of those who pointed out all the evils 
of a sales tax. The fact is that the sales tax Dill

UP FROM ANARCHY. 

Asserting that it is the newspapers rather than the 
people of the State who want to reform criminal pro- 
cedure in Missouri, the opponents of the code bills 
make a show of appealing to public opinion. 

What utter rot this is was indicated by the action 
just taken by the Executive Committee of the St. 
Louis Bar Association. The committee again called 
attention to its resolution of March 7, indorsing code 
reform, and added: 

Efforts now being made to pass these reform 
measures, despite their defeat in committee, indi- 
cate that there are stalwart members of the 
Legislature who clearly understand their ob- 
ligations to the peace-loving people of this State, 
and who will not be deterred from doing their 
plain duty. 

Since the House voted to take the code reform bills 
out of the hands of its Judiciary Committee, three 
code bills have been perfected. Two of them require 
the defense to give prior notice to the State of alibi 
and insanity defenses. Another tightens the require- 
ments as to property qualifications of bondsmen. On 
the other hand, the Senate has passed, and a House 
committee has favorably reported, a bill which would 
again permit the old “shotgun” motion for a new 
trial, permitting defense lawyers to conceal from 
the trial Judge the real grounds upon which the mo- 
tion is based. 

Thus goes the battle to put down crime by destroy- 
ing its artifices in jurisprudence, a cause in which 
the newspapers are saying only what the people of 
the State are everywhere saying. The situation witb 
which we are dealing is a species of anarchy. It has 
challenged the very defensive instinct of American 
society. It has aroused the bar to the necessity of 
cleaning its own house.

WHY NOT MISSOURI? 

The bill sponsored by the Missouri Leazue of Wom- | 
en Voters looking to a comprehensive survey of the 
structure of Missouri's State Government and its sub- 
sequent modernization is now before the State Senate 
Committee on Retrenchment and Reform. This com- 
mittee, which is headed by Senator Shotwell of St. 
Louis County, could perform a public service in keep- 
ing with its name by reporting the bill out with a 
favorable recommendation. 

The objection that the bill would establish “another 
commission” misses the point of the proposal entire- 
ly. The commission of seven members which the 
Governor is empowered to appoint under the bill 
could almost be described as ‘‘a commission to end 
commissions,” inasmuch as it would work for the 
consolidation and abolition of numerous commis- 
sions, boards and other State agencies which perform 
overlapping services. Moreover, this commission 
itself would be of limited life, disbanding when it 
had drawn up its recommended changes. 

As Carter W. Atkins, director of the Bureau of 
Municipal Research. of St. Louis, said in his testi- 
mony before the Senate committee this week, there 
has been no fundamental change in the structure of 
the Missouri State Government since the adoption of 
the present Constitution in 1875. Missouri has been 
content to rely on occasional changes, which have 
failed to measure up to the needs of the times. 

Taxpayers in a steadily increasing number of 
states are enjoying savings which accrue from the 
efficiency and economy brought about by recon- 
structing state government. Missouri owes it to itself 
to join them without further delay.

MISSOURI AND THE ALTON LAKE.. 


Within approximately two years, the Federal dam 


be backed up as far as Cap au Gris. This will 
create, immediately back of St. Louis, the Alton 
Lake, a great body of water which will become in 
time a popular playground. 

Anticipating what is to happen, Illinois is project- 
ing a highway along the north shore of the lake. It 
is the intention of the Government to provide recre- 
ational facilities, such as bathing beaches, along this 
shore. The lake will have a uniform depth in all 
seasons. The dam at Alton is to be a roller dam, 
an engineering device by which the water in the lake 
can be held or released to maintain a standard stage 
of 21 feet above low water mark. 

What about Missouri’s shore of the lake? We 
have asked this question before, and the responses 
to it are becoming interesting. The State Highway 
Commission, what with public works funds now be- 
ing voted by Congress, will have available this year 
for road-making and grade separation some $45,000,- 
000. Obviously, that will enable the commission to 
depart somewhat from the utilitarian in road build- 
ing and conserve a few major recreational assets. 

A highway along the Missouri shore of the lake 
might easily become one of these. The distance 
around a grand circle crossing the Missouri River 
at Bellefontaine and recrossing it at Weldon Springs 
would approximate 100 miles. It would skirt the 
south shore of the Alton Lake and come back on the 
new No. 40 at Wentzville. It would afford a view of 
both the Missouri and the Mississippi rivers, the lake 
above the dam, the picturesque Piasa Bluffs, the junc- 
tion of the Illinois and Mississippi rivers, the hills 
of Calhoun County and the country which divides 
the two great rivers before they join. 

Surely, few scenic tours within easy reach of a 
big city could surpass that. There is as yet no con-

HILE it nas been the policy of the 
W Jefferson National Expansion Me- 

morial Association to be guided large. 
ly by inspirational and moral considera- 
tions in the development of its program for 
the building of a great memorial on the St. 
Louis river front, it is possible that in the 
not too distant future the economic and 
financial advantages of this memorial will 
prove to have been of vital consequence in 
the progress of our city. 

The effects of an undertaking which will, 
before completion, involve 23,000,000 man- 
hours of labor and require the employment 
of an average of approximately 5000 men 
for a period of three or four years, will nat- 
urally be far-reaching. What this degree of 
permanent employment, for such numbers 
now without means of support, will mean to 
the merchants of the city can only be con- 
jectured. It is obvious that with at least 
three persons to a family, the relief rolls 
of the city will be reduced by 15,000 names. 

This is only one immediate phase of the 
prospects that are in store if the huge un- 
dertaking succeeds.

“for the purpose of considering and formu- 
lating plans for the designing and construc- 
ting of a permanent memorial on the Mis. 
Sissippi River, at St. Louis, Mo.,” we are 
making no small plans. 

This memorial will be comparable with 
the greatest in the world—a memorial] that 
will be educational and inspirational. Ded- 
icated to the individuals and to those great 
principles that led to the buiiding of an em- 
pire, it will light the way for those who will 
follow us. It will be a shrine of such singu- 
lar interest that visitors, tourists and sight- 
seers from the entire world will come by 
rail, automobile or plane to view, and be in- 
spired by, this great memorial on the down- 
town St. Louis river front.

A memorial of the character that will be 
built here by its very nature will contribute 
to the welfare of the area surrounding the 
soil upon which it will be erected. If we 
plan well and build well, by that inexorable 
law of cause and effect we shall serve not 
only a splendid patriotic cause, but our own 
City, too. 

Just as the financial and commercial pos- 
sibilities involved in that amazing bargain 
which resulted in the acquisition of Louis- 
liana Territory for our country could hardly 
have been foreseen, so the advantages that 
will accrue to the City of St. Louis, as the re- 
sult of the establishment of this memorial 
here, are inestimable. 

Aside from its magnitude, the Louisiana 
Purchase, which by the stroke of the pen 
made a continental empire out of the United 
States, was a unique real estate transaction. 

Certainly it was a whimsical hand of fate 
that left the destiny of half the American 
continent to the incompetent and inconse- 
quential King of Spain, Don Carlos IV. Busi- 
ness men of today, animated as they are by 
the democratic principles that Thomas Jef- 
ferson gave us. can hardly comprehend the 
act of royal statesmanship that bound the

once proud Kingdom of Spain to a bargain 
by which it was to retrocede Louisiana to 

France, in return for Tuscany or other 
Italian provinces which Napoleon had just 
overrun with his legions. 

“Congratulate me,’ cried Don Carlos to his 
Prime M.nister, “on the brilliant beginning 
of Bonaparte’s relations with Spain. The 
Prince-presumptive of Parme, my gaon-in- 
law and nephew, a Bourbon, is invited by 
France to reign on the delightful banks of 
the Arno.” 

An immense domain that extended from 
the Gulf of Mexico to the headwaters of the 
Mississippi and that stretched westward no 
one knew how far, in return for a few shell- 
torn Italian provinces! Such was the royal 
intrigue that enabled France once again to 
contrel the vast Louisiana Territory; aturn 
of events which revived in Jefferson's mind 
his earlier conviction of the necessity of ac- 
quiring the island of New Orleans, as a port 
of deposit for the country’s western com- 
merce.

On their mission to Paris, as the emissa- 
ries of the United States, Livingston and 
Monroe were instructed to act “in enlarging 
and more effectually securing our rights in 
the river Mississippi and in the territories 
eastward thereof” Yet they acquired the 
entire Louisiana Territory, and all this 
without having any instructions from Jef- 
ferson, a man who felt that he had no con- 
stitutional right to direct them to purchase 
even the City of New Orleans, and from a 
nation whose title to the property was se. 
riously questioned, since Napoleon had never 
fulfilled his end of his bargain with Spain, 
for he had seemingly forgotten to carry out 
his promise to enthrone King Carlos’ 
nephew. 

The prompt grasp of this priceless oppor- 
tunity to close the world’s greatest bargain 
in real estate is not unworthy of the finest 
traditions of business today. But among 
the various reasons which may have 
prompted Jefferson to initiate the overtures 
to Napoleon, that which received the least 
consideration was undoubtedly the economic 
motive. Not even Albert Gallatin, then Sec- 
retary of the Treasury, could have foreseen 
that the property for which the United 
States was ultimately to pay $15,000,000, 
would some day be valued at 165 billion dol- 
lars. 

There stands nowhere in our land today 
an appropriate memoria] commemorating 
this historical transfer of territory that was 
destined to make our country one of the 
largest and most powerful in the world. 
Neither is there any single memorial that 
properly symbolizes our country’s homage to 
the men and women of courage and vision 
who led the way to the peopling of half a 
continent. 

The national memorial which it is pro- 
posed to build on the St. Louis river front 
would be an appropriate shrine, on appro-

gan, professor of psychology, North- 
western University, said last night 
befcre the Mental Health Confer- 
ence in the St. Louis Medical So- 
ciety Auditorium. 

Organic mental disease, those 
caused by injury, disease, or phys- 
ical deterioration, are not to be 
feared, according to Dr. Morgan, as 
much as functional disorders, where 
mental processes are carried out in 
a perverted manner, though the cr- 
ganism itself is sound. 

“Functional maladjustments have 
their beginnings in subtle aberra- 
tions which can usually be traced 
back to the early life of the indi- 
vidual,” he said. “In the majority 
of cases the factors which provide 
the real foundation for a mental 
|disease are unrecognized and the 
‘victim is considered normal.” 

Great crises, such as war or pro-

RIGA, Latvia, March 28.—The 
sentences imposed on 91 Nazis’ for 
an asserted plot to seize Memel 
from Lithuania were “incompati- 
ble with the evidence” and “dic- 
tated by political circumstances,” 
two English observers at the trial 
in Kaunas charged last nicht. 

John Lawrence, son of Barrister 
Sir Alexander Lawrence, who re- 
mained behind after the Lithuanian 
military court had refused to ad- 
mit his father as defendants’ coun- 
sel, and his colleague, Godfrey Nor- 
ris, made the charges. 

“Two of the four men sentenced 
to death have unshaken alibis.” 
Lawrence's statement said. “There 
was no evidence against the third. 
while the fourth, a 17-year-old boy, 
confessed to participation in man- 
slaughter but swore the others were 
innocent. The evidence of an armed 
uprising consist only in rumors 
which an English court would not 
consider.”

Senator's Idea Disclosed at Court

eventually will be placed in every 


city, town and Hamlet in Louisiana, 
Assistant Attorney-General George 
Wallace-said yesterday as he ap- 
peared in court to defend laws un- 
der which the State administration 
would take control of New Orleans 
Police and Fire departments.

Vincent 
said that all information desired 
by Curlee was available at the La- 
bor Department Bureau of Labor 
Statistics. He pointed out that 
when the Code Authority was con- 
sidering amendments to the code 
for increased wages, the Curlee 
group offered a substitute amend- 
ment to the effect that all wage 
provisions above a minimum should 
be deleted and the evidence of com- 
pliance should be a certificate by 
the member showing that he had 
paid the minimum wages. 

Senator Costigan (Dem.), Colo- 
rado, asked whether the effect of 
this substitute amendment would 
not be to make the minimum wage 
the maximum wage. Vincent re- 
plied that it would have that ten- 
dency. 

Referring to Curlee’s plan for a 
mere certification by a member re- 
garding wages, Vincent _ said: 
“There is an economic rebellious 
and lawless minority that will not 
disclose the facts and in order to 
safeguard the majority and the 
workers in the industry, it has been 
found necessary to require pay roll 
reports for analysis, to check 
whether or not there has been com- 
pliance with wage provisions.”

Vincent said that only inadequate 
figures were available regarding 
profits. .He cited a report by the 
National City Bank of New York 
that 23 clothing manufacturers had 
made 2 per cent “net profit on net 
worth” in 1933 and that the same 
companies had made 3.9 per cent on 
the same basis in 1934. He did not 
know where these companies were 
located. He also had no profit fig- 
ures for 1925 to 1929, inclusive, for 
the industry. 

Answering questions by Senator 
Black (Dem.), Alabama, regarding 
increased production despite the 
decrease in the working period to 
36 hours a week, Vincent said that 
between Jan. 6, 1934, and March 24, 
1934, 22,761,263 blue eagle labels had 
been sold. Between Jan. 5, 1935, 
and March 23, 1935, the increase 
had been to 27,039,158 labels. 

He said that so far as he knew 
there had been no complaints from 
manufacturers about the 36-hour 
week and added that no complaints 
had been received regarding 4 
shortage of labor as the result of 
the curtailed period.

SELLING OF RYE WEAKENS 
ENTIRE GRAIN MARKET 


By the Associated Press. 

CHICAGO, March 28.—Selling of rye 
belieyed to be largely in the nature of 
liquidation by holders, had a bearish ef- 
fect today on the grain market as a 
whole. 

Persistent imports of rye were a dis- 
concerting influence. It was officially 
shown that duties had been paid on United 
States imports of more than 5,846,000 
bushels of rye this season. 

Rye closed weak at the day’s bottom 
level, 1% @1% under yesterday's finish, 
May 54%. Wheat %@% off, May 94% 
@%*%. Corn %@% down, May 78% @ %. 
Oats at %@*% decline, and provisions 
varying from 15 cents setback to a rise of 
7 cents. 

Wheat futures purchased yesterday to- 
taled 17,620,000 bushels, corn 9,020,000. 
Open interest in wheat was 84,845,000 
bushels, and in corn 56,374,000. 

Rallies in Chicago wheat prices early 
today followed an initial dip due to hesi- 
tancy shown by the Liverpool market. 

Nervousness ver drouth and dust in 
domestic wheat territory persisted. Open- 
ing unchanged to % lower, May 95@95 Kec, 
Chicago wheat futures scored some gains 
afterward. Corn started % @\% up, May 
79% @%c, and subsequently held near 
these limits. 

Setbacks of wheat prices later to well 
below yesterday's finish were more or less 
associated with word that the Belgian 
bourse had been closed and with uneasiness 
over results of Anglo-German politica) con- 
ferences. Considerable selling of wheat was 
attributed also to cotton market weakness. 
A bullish influence, however, at this stage 
was news of further dust storms in the 
Dakotas. 

Bears in wheat laid stress on an author- 
itative estimate today that Kansas would 
raise 85,440,000 bushels of wheat this 
se@AsoOn. This was based on assumption 
of normal weather conditions from now 
until harvest. The total contrasted with 
80,000,000 bushels Kansas produced last 
year. It was pointed out that, should the 
weather be decidedly favorable weather 
hereafter, it would bring out much wheat 
which at the moment appears bordering 
on failure. 

Corn and oats fluctuated with wheat. 

Provisions were responsive to hog mar- 
ket declines.

BUENOS AIRES, March 28.—The Gov- 
ernmment’s second official forecast placed 
the 1935 wheat crop at an estimated 6,486,- 
000 metric tons (approximately 255,000,- 
000 bushels), which is 1,301,000 metric 
tons less than 1934. 

The linseed oi] estimate was placed at 
1.958.000 tons, an increase of 368,000 tons 
over 1934, according to the Agricultural 
Ministry.

An Effective

ORE or less, at this time of 
M year, we burst forth into a lot 

of clean-up orgies. Clean up 
the backyards; make them beauti- 
ful. Clean up the slums, if there 
are any. Clean up the rubbish we 
carelessly leave on the beauty spots 
where we so much enjoy picnicking. 
Why not a clean-up week for our 
own faces? 

All right, yours is clean, and you 
do it three or more times a day. 
But your complexion isn’t radiantly 
perfect, is it? If it is, you are one 
in 20,000, and I am not writing this 
for you. By clean-up, I mean, 
spend a week concentrating on the 
cleanliness of your skin and your 
scalp, and forget makeup for a 
time. 

Here’s a way to begin: Smear 
your face with oil—any sort of fine 
oil, almond or olive for preference. 
If you already have a lot of make- 
up on, wipe all this off, and then 
coat the skin with fresh oil. Run 
your wash basin full of boiling hot 
water, take your own bath towel, 
and borrow another from a mem-

W. T. Benda Creates Beauty or Ugliness in His Masks, But 
Always Truth. Here Is the Story of His Art, Which Has 
. Taken Society by Storm and Inspires Amateur Makers of Masks. 


Center—“Golden Beauty.”

Benda had completely disappeared. So 
lifelike and convincing was the character 
who had taken his place that we could 
hardly believe the real man still existed 
behind the new face. This is exactly the 
impression produced on spectators by the 
masks in a pantomime, and it is multi- 
plied and magnified by the added number 
and variety of characters. 

It would be a mistake to think of masks 
as portraying actual faces. They do not 
do that. They are not portraits of real 
models, living or dead. They are portraits 
of character or soul or of the spirit of a 
people. They are wrought around an 
idea. 

“Take that Eastern goddess, for  in- 
stance,” says Mr. Benda. “She interprets 
but does not localize the spirit of the 
East. You could not say that she is 
Egyptian or Indian or Persian; but you 
know immediately that she is Eastern. 
So it is with the other masks. Some 
times they are meant to catch the essence 


of beauty—or of the exact opposite, the 
grotesque or the hideous. 

“TI do not always have a character in 
mind, however. Sometimes it is line that 
interests me and, beginning with one pre- 
dominant line, I model a face that would 
embody lines which go logically with the 
predominant one. They are never exactly 
this way in nature. Though a face will 
be distinctly of a certain type, every fea- 


ture and every line will not be true to 
that type as they are in my masks. It 
is interesting that, even when I am work- 
ing on the basis of a predominant line 
and character is not my main objective, 
yet character is portrayed nevertheless. 
A certain combination of harmonious 
lines will always portray a certain charac- 


ter.” 
EF. ter foremost in his mind the mask- 
maker cannot rely on any actual face. 
Nature does not produce a pure type. 
There are always contradictions, big or 
little, revealing the complexity of a living 
person. In his masks, the artist elimi- 
nates unimportant, contradictory traits 
so that what he impresses on those faces 
is the essence of character, the essential 
truth. 
“Show us how you proceed when you 
choose a predominant line and work from 
that,” we asked Mr. Benda, 


VEN when he is working with charac- 


He picked up a perticular mask to 
demonstrate. “Take this face,” he said, 
“with the forehead that comes to a point 
so that from the center to the line of the 
hair you have almost a true angle. In 
nature, and also in the mask, it is smooth, 
softened, as a true angle would not be. 
Yet the forehead does present us very 
definitely with an angle. I have’ seen 
foreheads like that often, but the lines

They are longer 
than they would ever be in nature; yet 
to you they seem possible. That is be- 
cause I have only emphasized the essen- 


tial truth and eliminated what contra- 
dicts it. Now notice the contours of the 
cheeks. They are soft, attractive, but 


they follow the same line. So, too, with 
the chin. The lips likewise are harmon- 
ious.” 

It was an exquisite face, subtle, some- 
what langorous, sensuous yet spiritual. 
But the most beautiful of all the faces 
is that which Mr. Benda has called “Gol- 
den Beauty” and for which he has fash- 
ioned a case covered on the outside with 
an intricately rich and colorful design. 
When he lifts the cover, revealing the 
golden head within, you catch your breath 
at the sight of the imprisoned loveliness. 
Something of it you will see in the black 
and white center illustration. 

Less professional makers of masks 
would be interested in the technique Mr. 
Benda uses. It is intricate, meticulous 
and scientific. He has a profound knowl- 
edge of bone and muscle structure and is 
an excellent draughtsman. His first move 
is to make a sketch of the face over 
which he has been brooding mentally. 
Next he marks off the surface of the 
mask in planes corresponding to the dif- 
ferent parts of the face and in the cor- 
rect shapes. For this he uses Bristol 
board. When the shaped pieces have been 
cut out, they are glued together, both in- 
side and outside, with small strips of 
rough paper. 

Over this rough skeleton he models 
gradually and painstakingly until he has 
brought into being the harmonious con- 
tours of the face. It is all done with pa- 
per, innumerable tiny strips, cut with ac- 
curate regard for the capacity of paper 
to curve in one direction rather than an- 
other. Piece after piece, the bits are 
glued lightly on in layers, filling out hol- 
lows, softening angles, rounding out 
curves. When the modeling is completed, 
the whole inner and outer surfaces are 
varnished.

sure about that. Breakfast, at least, 
should not happen until the break- 
faster is ready for it. 

The really monumental] advantage 
home has over the hospital is that 
you can have breakfast when you 
wake up. You need not be jolted 
out of a pleasant snooze just as the 
dawn is beginning to creep coldly 
over the landscape, to attack some 
clammy oatmeal, covered with a 
light blue liquid which goes under 
the name of cream. 

Nor need you have your attention 
focused on the monstrosity called 
supper (of which the piece de re- 
sistance is caribou steak) at about 
the time you close up the office un- 
der the code, while the sun is shin- 
ing bright as a gold dollar and the 
birds are quarreling loudly on the 
boughs, as you do in the hospital. 

So far as the scientific principles 
of feeding the sick are concerned, 
they are no different from the prin- 
ciples of dietetics under normal can- 
ditions. The invalid needs starches, 
sugars, vegetables, fat, protein, salts, 
water and the vital elements, just 
the same as the well man. The 
weight loss that attends illness can 
be avoided by giving carbohydrates 
(starches, sugars, vegetables, fruits) 
in the form of milk, lemonade, 
Orange juice, tomato juice, oatmeal, 
gruel, custard, ice cream. 

Ice cream is the dish of dishes 
while the invalid is really sick, with 
no relish for food. It allays any 
nausea that is present, its coolness 
is refreshing, it is digestible and 
highly nutritious. 

The diet for this early period of 
an illness is what is known among 
diet technicians as “soft” or 
“liquid.” 

With fever, contrary to general 
belief, the patient’s digestive pow- 
ers are quite adequate, and what he 
eats will nourish him. 

In my youth, the ladies of the 


neighborhood in which I lived were - 


proud, not as housekeepers are now 
of being able to paint almost well 
enough so they don’t have to give 
the pictures away, or of being able 
to play the piano almost well 
enough so they don’t have to do it 
free at a concert, but of their 
recipes. These were guarded like 
the secret of a medieval guild. But 
one of them made a convalescent 
dish called “wine jelly.” And I am 
able to divulge the way it was 
made. 

To one pint of cold water add one 
box of gelatin. Dissolve and add 
one scant quart of boiling water, 
the juice of two lemons, and the 
rind of two lemons thinly pared, 
one quart of sherry, one pint of 
sugar and two or three pieces of 
stick cinnamon, the whites of two 
eggs well beaten and crushed shells 
of eggs to make the jelly clear. 

Boil all together about 15 min- 
utes and strain through flannel.
